— 1875 Mr. C. A. Elliott, as Secretary: 
Me to the Government, North-Western 
a Provinces, asserted that to keep civil- 
ians of fourteen or fifteen years ’ standing in subordinate offices 
was a wanton waste of experience and ability whichno Gov- 
ernment, would tolerate. In accordance with his views it.‘was 
urged to create a few new districts to utilize the experience 
of officers of fourteen or fifteen years’ standing. When the 
question came before the Government of India, it appointed: 
a special committee, of which the .Hon’ble Mr, Ashley: Eden: 
was made the president, to report upon the matter. The: 
commitiea also recommended the cutting down of the large 
districts aud the formatian of some new districts, In his des . 
patch of the 13th July, 1876, the Secretary of State empower-. 
ed the Government of India te form at least eight new districts, 
provided that their formation would entail no additional cost, 


upon the State. It appears from a recent, telegram that the 


Government of India has ‘decided upen the creation of five 
new’ distriets for the present. These new districts will proba- 
bly be Kasia, Ballia, Kirvi, Pilibhit, and tah. . ‘The creation, 
of these new districts: without involving some; additierial ex=) 
penditure is simply impossible. “ To burdén the State with an’ 
additional expenditure, when the famine has strained the finances

average population of 4 district in the ‘North-Western Pro. 
vinces is 1,000,000 men, and ‘area ‘2,204 square milés. The 
supporters of the new scheme contend thatit is unwise to 
place the management of such a large district’ into the hands 


of one officer. If the Government were to strictly act upon 


this principle, it would have to create some twenty or thirty 
new districts in Bengal and Madras alone. We ate really 
surprised to find that Mr. Eden, who is well atquainted with 
the administration of Bengal, recommended the formation of 
new districts in the North- Western Provinces. To prevent a 
block in the promotion of civil servants, and’avoid unnecés- 
sary expenditure for the future, the Government should import 
annually from England just as many young civilians as may 
suffice for the requirements of the’ public service. 


A correspondent of the Nusrat-ul-Akhbdr of the 11th 
September, who lately paid a visit to 
the Umballa jail, has contributed an 
article giving an account of the administration of the jail and 
pointing out certain defects. He was principally struck by 
three things, the shortness of time allowed for the instruction 
of prisoners, the vast difference in the treatment of European 
and Native prisoners; and the practice in force in the jail of 
shaving the beards of Musalman prisoners. Within the space 
of one hour the teacher had to collect some fifty or a hundred 
prisoners, to call‘ the roll, to register the names of. new pri- 
soner students, to distribute the books among the prisoners,

to teach them, and again to collect the books from them. For 


the Eurasian prisoners there is a nice building in the jail. 
It is divided into two rooms, and its walls. are whitewashed. 
There happened to be a Eurasian prisoner in the jail at the 
time. He was seatedin one of the rooms. He was provided 
with a table and a chair. One. Native prisoner pulled his 


gponkabs ».-Anpiher: rashes a hie fond... He shad, all. the Juxutigs 
| a wre table. ,..He changed his clothes every.third day. . He had 
a copy of the Bible to read. He was provided with a snug 
bed. He. had only to do some , copying work... He had 
insulted a Government officer,;and. had been sentenced to pay 
a fine of Rs. 10, or.in case of default, to suffer imprigson- 
ment for one month. As he was.too poar to pay, the fine he 
elected the latter punishment. This kind of lenient treatment 
is nok extended even to respectable natives, .The.Hindu | pri- 
soners were. allowed to keep a lock of hair on the crown. of 
the head, the Sikh prisoners were allowed to keep their beards 
‘and hair, while the Musalmans were compelled to shave their 
beards, which their religion strictly forbids. In the end, the 
writer makes the following suggestions :—That respectable 
Natives should receive the saiie lenient treatiient in jails as 
‘Europeans and Eurasians; that the beards of Musalmanis 
should not be shaved ; that all prisoners should have liberty 

to perform their daily religious duties ; that some satisfactory 
arrangements should be made for the instruction of prisoners ; 
and that the funeral cer emonies “e the. dead should be ae 
perly performed.
